AT S100.000 AS, 
VESSEL GOCLIDES 


WITH WAR: BOAT; 


The Standard Oil tanker, S.C. T. 
Dood, starting from: Sah Pedro te 
Richmond, was one of f@ur coast ves- 
Sels to figure in mishaps yesterday. 
The other vessels were the dread- 
naught New Mexico, the Japanese 
freighter Shinkeku. .Mataniimid? 
steam schooner Elizabeth. 

The grounding of the Elizabeth just |. 
inside the Coquille river at Bandon, 
Oregon, Thursday night, was the first 
mishap to be reported. The vessel 
proved to be in no danger and her 
three passengers were landed. The 
steamer was later floated and re- 
turned to Bandon. 

The Japanese steamer Shinkoku 
Maru wirelessed at 3 o'clock yester- 
day morning that she was helpless, 
adrift and in need of assistance, with 
a broken tail shaft. She was 100 
miles south of Unalaska at the time. 
The Shinkoku Maru is a Vessel of 
5800 tons and is bound from Japan 
to Portland. The coast guard cutter 
Algonjuin was dispatched to the 
steamer’s assistance. 

Following in the wake of the re- 
port of these accidents came a col- 
lision between the Standard Oil 
tanker 8. C. .T. Dodd and the dread- 
naught New Mexico at San Pedro. 
The tanker, with 60,000 barrels of 
oil, was caught in a heavy tide and 
carried” against the New Mexico. Fast 
work with collision nets enabled the 
Dodd to reach a _ safe anchorage, 
though for a time it was feared she 
would sink on account of the heavy 
cargo. The tanker lost her entire 
bow and the damage has been esti- 
mated by shipping men at about $100,- 
000. Several plates on the New Mex- 
ico’s starboard quarter were dented, 
and this damage has been estimated 
at about $3000. The Dood was bound 
to Richmond.
